the preparation of two bills, one cov­ 
ering adulteration and the other strik­ 
ing off the internal revenue tax of HO 
cents per gallon on brandy used in 
fortifying.

DIFFICULTIES 
AHEAD. 
Representative McKenna said that 
u party hostile to the reduction of in­ 
ternal revenue, led by Speaker Car­ 
lisle. will organize next Congress, and 
California will have difficulty in even 
getting a hearing before the principal 
committees, and on these California is 
not represented. 
He thought that 
some compromise should be made 
with the Eastern growers, but in any 
event it would be a difficult matter to 
have a Hill of any description passed. 


WINE FORTIFICATION. 
An argum ent 
between 
Felton, 
Doyle and Wetinoro, on the question 
of "using corn spirits to fortify sweet 
wines, then followed. Secretary Wet- 
more held that if the tax were r« noved 
from all spirits introduced into wine, 
grain spirits, being cheaper, would l>e 
used instead of brand v. This is what 
California producers uo not want. He 
said: “ We need a sweet wine hill 
just exactly as it was, or nothing at 
all. 
We may, however, use grain 
spirit for foreign exi>ort if the distil­ 
lers insist upon it.” 


h a r a s z t iiy ’b p r o p o s it io n . 
Arfad Haraszthy spoke in favor of 
dry wines. 
He said that the sweet 
wine question could be settled by pro­ 
viding that all sweet wines should bo 
taxed except such as are made in vine­ 
yards. 
Dry wines should be define 1 
as grape juice, to suit California deal­ 
ers, mid a second class, to meet the 
approval of Ohio men, should permit 
the addition of sugar only. These 
wines should be free from taxation 
and all others assessed. 


EFFECT OF SUCH A MOVEMENT. 
This plan would meet the approval 
of F.astern people, hut would have 
opposition from the wine firms who 
ar»* 
manufacturing wine without a 
drop of grape juice in it. The principle 
is exactly the same as in the oleo­ 
margarine hill. 


A FRIENDLY FEELING DEVELOPING. 
The meeting developed one notable 
fact, and that is that there is a greater 
unanimity of feeling among wine 
growers of the State than has existed 
for years buck. 


READY BY NOVEMBER. 
The committee apiwinted at the last 
session of the Grape Growers and 
Wine Makers’ Association will go to 
work at once and have the hills pre­ 
pared by the middle of November.

B a n F r a n c is c o , August 24.—The lo- 
wheat market continues to he as 
great an enigma aH at any time since 
the closing of the Call Hoard on Au­ 
gust 1st. 
Values continue to steadily 
decline, with very slight outward trad­ 
ing as signs of excitement. 
After the 
cessation of business for nineteen days 
the Call Board resumed their sessions 
last Monday. Operators were timid 
in putting out wheat options, and bus­ 
iness in that line was almost nominal 
the first day. 


PRICES PAID. 
There was hut one seller ’87 contract 
recorded, the price being $1.48. 
At 
the morning session on Tuesday there 
were threo salos of 100 tons each at a 
ramie of $1.44 to $1.45. This morning 
the figures for like options ranged firm 
at $ 1.37M 111 opening to $1.35l.> at the 
close, allowing a decline of about $2 
I»cr ton in a single day. 


T1IK AFTERNOON SESSION. 
This afternoon not a single trade was 
recorded, and tho highest price offered 
was $1.80. with offerings at $1.85. 
Despite this great break in prices, no 
failures are rep rted, although the 
fact is w’ell established that tho hold­ 
ings of wheat by the former “ bull” 
clique are enormous, but there is no 
sign of their weakening their hold 
upon grain purchased ut figures vary­ 
ing from $1.70 up to $2.17b',. 


m a c k a y ’s RETKNTIVICNESS. 
John W. Mackay, who has been 
frequently named as a chief holder of 
wheat, will make no public statement 
beyond reiterating what he declared a 
few days ago, namely, that he has no 
personal interest of any character in 
the wheat market. 


A DROP PREDICTED. 
Traders generally claim that wheat 
is now about on a foreign shipping 
basis, though the bear traders claim 
that the prices will have to drop to 
a!tout $1.20 per cental for shipment to 
Liverpool.

The organization will Ik? completed in 
a day or so and the work of construc­ 
tion begun at once. The first twenty 
miles will be built within a couple of 
months.

Ha n F r a n c is c o , August 24.—Gov­ 
ernor Bartlett’s condition this morning 
is far 1 tetter than was anticipated. 
His brother,Columbus Bartlett, r.tuted 
that there was hope that the life of 
the Governor would Ira prolonged for 
a few days. 
“ My brother passed a 
good night,” said Mr. Bartlett. 
“ He 
went to sleep early and did not often 
awaken, and then only for a few mo­ 
ments, when he received some nour­ 
ishment.” 


CHURCH RITES. 
‘About 8 o'clock last night he ex­ 
pressed a wish to see Dr. Beers, of 
Trinity Church, an old friend of his. 
Tho doctor arrived ul>out 10 o’clock 
and administered the last sacrament. 
He Is glso with him this morning.” 


ME SEEMS BETTER. 
“TheGovernor has taken very little 
nourishment, but it is surprising to 
note the change in his condition. I 
may say that he is very much better. 
His speech is clearer and his voice 
has gained in strength.” 


ENQUIRING FRIENDS. 
The house has been besieged with 
visitors since the announcement was 
made yesterday that the Governor’s 
life was in danger. The Governor 
was watched la*t night by Drs. Perry 
and Bucket. 
Early this afternoon the 
Governor’s condition was more favor­ 
able. 
lie was rusting easy and his 
mind was perfectly clear. 


A FAVORABLE REPORT. 
A dispatch received at 2:15 reads as 
follows: “ There is less paralysis in 
the face, and respiration is normal. 
Temperature is 98 8-5; pulse, 04. The 
Governor is better.” 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
Governor Bartlett has revive I more 
to-day than it was thought |«>ssihle 
when he was stricken down yesterday. 
At alxmt 5 o'clock this morning he 
opened his eyes and gazed about him 
with a questioning look of surprise 
and doubt which gradually passed 
away, as he liecame aware oi the 
presence of the fam iliar faces about 
him. 
HIS FIRST WORDS WERE : 
“ I did not expect to see the light of 
to-day. Yes, I feel somewhat better.” 
The administering of the sacrament 
on the previous night by Rev. Doctor 
Beers doubtless tended to deepen the 
impression upon the invalid’s mind of 
death coming in th e night. 


HE HAD A GOOD SLEEP. 
Between 5 and 10 o'clock he slept 
well for nearly three hours. 
At 10 
o’clock Rev. Doctor Beers called, and 
to him the Governor talked freely for 
about half an hour or more, after 
which he appeared weary hut quite 
•ouscious of everything transpiring 
alxmt him. 


NOURISHMENT TAKEN. 
By way of nourishment lie was 
given a little melon and egg lieaten up 
in milk. 
No perceptible change oc­ 
curred during the afternoon nor up to 
a late hour to-night. 
Late this even­ 
ing his voice seeino<l. clearer than at 
any time during the day. 
At mid­ 
night he is resting quietly. 


NO HOPE AT ALL. 
No probability exists in tho minds 
of the Governor’s medical attendants, 
Mrs. Dr. Buckel and Dr. Perry, that 
he will recover, the utmost that is ex­ 
pected Iteing his probable lingering 
lor a week, while he is liable to lie 
called away at any moment. 


WHAT WATERMAN HAYS. 


H a n D i e g o , August 24.—Lieutenant- 
Governor W aterman was interviewed 
to-day regarding Governor Bartlett’s 
probable fatal illness. 
Ho said that 
it was not fitting for him to make any 
statement at this time. 
He regretted 
exceedingly the Governor’s illness and 
hoped for a favorable termination of 
it, as he had no desire to assume the 
Governor’s chair under such melan­ 
choly conditions, líe trusted that the 
telegraphed reports were exaggerated.

After the nominations were made J. 
K. Cowan, a prominent leader of the 
reform movement of the Democratic 
party, was introduced and in a strong 
speech pledged the Republican ticket 
the full support of the independent 
Democrats. 


THE ULATFORM. 
The platform dem ands a radical re­ 
form in the Civil Service and that the 
jxiwer of removal for cause shall ac­ 
company the power of appointment. 
It declares that the action of the Pres­ 
ident regarding federal ap)>ointinenta 
is conclusive evidence that his profes­ 
sion of Civil Service reform is hollow 
and delusive; that Congress should 
pass a Blair Education bill or some 
e juivaleut and favors some measure 
for adjusting the difference between 
capital and labor; for the passage of 
a law protecting American labor and 
for the passage of a stringent law 
against the use of money at elections.

Joaquin Murrietta’s Cal­ 
ifornia Home. 


THECAVKIN WHICH H E LIVED. 


How Hi* Mordered and Plundered 
and Burned W hole Fam ilies 


at the Stake. 


Many pam phlets and innum erable 
columns in newspapers have been 
w ritten concerning Joaquin Murrictta, 
th e California baiulit of .early days, 
but a description of his home in San 
Joaquin county, which section bears 
his name, has never heen made. 
From Tracy, a small railroad station 
about 
twenty miles 
below1 Stock­ 
ton, extends a road which runs in a 
southerly direction. 
Seven long and 
weary miles of road, extending over a 
barren waste of deserted country have 
to be traversed before Corral Hollow, 
one of the most picturesque spots iu 
the State, is reached. 
Its entram e is 
marked by a cluster of eottouv ood 
trees lunging over the 
mountain 
stream which flows down the caflon 
from the Coast range of 
moun­ 
tains, 
its 
source, 
about 
ten 
m iles distant. 
At its entrance com­ 
mences a chain of foothills, which 
extend to the mountains, and add 
beauty and grandeur to the scene. 
A 
road winds along the caflon for about 
a half a mile, where stands the hand­ 
some residence of Mrs. Annie CarreII, 
one of the oldest residents of the lo­ 
cality. 
Her house stands hack from 
the road beneath a cluster of trees, 
and sheds a kind of inviting look to 
the weary and foot sore traveler. 
t4Her house is known to all the 
vagrant train.” possibly on account 
of its being the only residence iu the 
caflon. 
In early days, it was seldom 
that a pedestrian passed by. The prin­ 
cipal travelers were ox and mule 
teams, which wore engaged in haul­ 
ing provisions to the foot of the Liver­ 
more pass about twenty miles dis­ 
tant, 
where 
were 
located 
a 
number of gold and coal mines 
one of which was owned by William 
T. Coleman. 
As you pass up the 
caflon traveling along a well worn 
road extending parallel with and often­ 
times crossing the stream, you finally, 
about tive miles distant, stand in full 
view of Castle Rock, which stands on 
a hill on the eastern side of the road, 
commanding a full view of the sur­ 
rounding country. As its name would 
suggest, it resembles very much the 
appearance of a castle. 
It is simply 
a huge body of red rock formed by­ 
nature in its present shape, being 
tupped with numerous turrets on tow­ 
ers moulded very evenly, and extend­ 
ing upwards to quite a height. There 
are apertures in the front which re­ 
semble very much the gun-holes in a 
fort, and iu the middle turret there is 
an opening which looks like a clock 
tower. A circuitous route has to be 
taken extending around 
the hack 
of the hill 
liefore 
the ‘‘castle” 
ia gained. The writer, like many hun­ 
dreds before him in search of the 
name object, first visited the rear part 
of the castle as seen from below. 
There a sight, seldom before wit­ 
nessed, presented itself to 
view. 
There was an opening in the high 
body of rock, and on either side en- 
K 
ved in the soft stone stood out like 
BTs of gold, autographs of even* 
size and description. 
Many of the 
signatures were very legibly written 
and were put there in many cases by 
men of prominence who visited the 
scene. One signature in particular 
attracted the eye of the writer, for lie 
had often seen it before. 
It proved to 
be that of U. 8. G rant, who visited 
Castle Rock on the occasion of his 
last visit to this 8tate in 1879. A short 
distant» from it, scrolled in a clear, 
Ann hand, stands out the signature of 
“ Joaquin M urrietta.” The guide was 
asked where his cave was and the 
visitor was shown a protrusion in a 
huge bank of rock about a hundred 
yards distant and directly back of where 
he waa standing. 
A small narrow 
overhanging path, which looked as 
though it had been formed as a mule 
trail Ted to the spot and without any 
farther ceremony a start was made 
for the cave. 
Arriving at the place 
a square sloped bank of rock present­ 
ed itself to view. 
There was an open­ 
ing in the center at the top of which 
was a circular hole from the opening 
of which the horrible hoot of the 
night owl might be heard casting a 
rather 
dismal appearance over the 
scene. A trunk of a tree leaned against 
the I tank of the rock and extended up 
to the opening. 
The guide lighted a 
lantern which he had provided him­ 
self with for the occasion, and with 
the agility of a squirrel climlied up 
tlie wavering timber. The writer Res­ 
tated for some moments before he 
f^tned 
his 
companion 
but 
as 
lie 
saw 
him 
disappear 
from 
view 
through 
the opening 
he 
took courage and followed. 
As he 
entered a curious sight met his view. 
He was in a genuine cave, aluut 20 
feet in diameter, with a ceiling about 
OL, feet in hight. 
It was very rough, 
as' from the sides and ceiling huge 
pieces of rock extended. 
The floor 
was very dirty, and on the different 
pieces of rock extending out were 


alarm in case the Sheriff was on the 
trail. 
He w as one of the most mur­ 
derous villains that ever lived. 
I re 
member one night at sunset at>out 
twenty years ago I was coining slowly 
up the creek w ith my band of sheep 
before me, w hen I was horrified by 
the screams of a woman. 
I ran up 
the road as quick as I could. 
1 had 
not gone far when I saw smoke and 
flames in th e distance. 
1 hurried 
along and when L got near the house 
1 stopped short,for i knew better than 
to he seen, for 1 would certainly have 
been killed. 
Joaquin stood near the 
house that was on fire. Tied to stakes 
I saw an old m an, a woman ami three 
children, and even yet 1 can hear 
their appeuls for mercy as the flames 
circled around their helpless bodies. 
In a few momeuts nothing was to be 
seen of the little house nor of its un­ 
fortunate victims. 
I gathered up the 
hones as best I could ami buried 
them .” 
The guide then led the way down 
the creek. 
Beside a running spring 
ami directly beneath an old oak tree 
the fellow knelt down, and at the 
same time pointed to a head board 
which he said marked the grave. 
‘‘Come along,” said he, ‘‘and I will 
show you the grave of another un­ 
fortunate 
fellow 
murdered 
by 
Joaquin.” Another trip was taken 
down the road and presently a head­ 
stone loomed up in the distance. 
••Here,” continued the guide, ‘‘lies 
the remains of a Mexican boy, who 
was killed by M urrietta. He met his 
hand near the s|>ot one day and ap­ 
proached Murrietta in search of a light 
and without a moment’s warning he 
shot him down like a dog. 
lie evi­ 
dently took him for a sheriff, for he 
passed me often, hut never harmed 
me. 
He never met a stranger that he 
didn’t kill him. 
He ran no chances 
of being captured.

Every inch of his very robust manhood 
was honest to his square toes, lu those 
old, robust days, however, in which a 
m an had to be a great deal of a man 
to bold his own at all, Davy Crockett 
made his Congressional campaign in 
T exas with a whisky bottle in one 
pocket and a plug of tobacco in the 
other. W hen he met a farmer plough­ 
ing in a field he invited him to take a 
d rin k , which necessitated the discard­ 
ing by Agrícola of his quid of tobacco. 
No sooner ha»l the whisky been ab­ 
sorbed than Davy hauled out his 
plug of tobacco from the other pocket 
and requested his interlocutor, perhaps 
supporter, for such methods were very 
persuasive in Texas in the early days, 
to take a “ chaw.” Quite evidently 
th e spirit of Davy Crockett in still 
abroad in the almost unlimited Texas 
land. 
W ho shall say hut that the 
■ubtle influence of this heroic Texan 
was potential in the contest which re­ 
sulted in favor of personal liberty? 
Dropping persiflage, the result of the 
T exas election ou prohibition prolnbly 
m arks a new departure in the South 
as to prohibition legislation.

P aul, in continence in its ministers, it 
believes in the continence which is 
voluntary, not enforced.

SUNKEN TREASURE. 


C o in a n d J e w e l s a t t h e B o tt o m 
o f t h e R ea. 
IKnwton Ledger. | 
On a monument in the olil St. 1’eter’n 
Protestant 
Kpiscopal Cemetery in 
Lewes, Del., the following inncnption 
is pointed out to summer visitors: 


: 
Here rest the remain* of Captain Jam es 
• Drew, who com m anded his Hritlaunle 
: Majesty'» *looi>-of-wnr De 
Braak, In 
which he lost his life when she fouti- 
: dereil at the Cape» of Delaware the lo th 
of June, 171)8. He was beloved for his 
: virtues and adm ired for his bravery. 
: llis affectionate relict has erected this 
: m onum ent to perpetuate hi» memory. 


Tiiis epitaph, not unlike mnny oth­ 
ers, fails to toll the truth us history 
has revealed it, for Captain Prow did 
not command llis Britanic Majesty’s 
sloop-of-war when he lost his life at 
the capes, hut was on a privateering 
cruise, which was hut little removed 
from piracy itself. England was cop­ 
ing with Napoleon 
)>oth on land, 
and 
water 
at 
that 
time, 
and 
George III. was in dire distress for 
money. 
Hence lie granted letters of 
marque and reprisal to all that asked 
ior them. Jam es Drew, who belonged 
to a bold hut im|»ecuniouH family oí 
Irish sailors, secured such letters in 
January, 17DÜ, and promptly sailed 
for the Spanish main on the brig De 
Braak, which was cquip|>ed with a 
doz.cn brass cannon and manned by 
thirty-eight officers and men. 
On May 25th the Do Braak appeared 
off Cape Honlojien, having in tow the 
Spanish galleon Jai Plate. 
She was 
bound for Halifax, the captain told 
Pilot Andrew Allen, of Lewes, who 
had l*een taken on lioanl from the 
pilot boat Friendship, hut was con­ 
strained to come here for water. The 
captain was in a hilarious mood. 
He 
had had good luck, he said, and the 
pilot must drink to his health. 
But 
a storm was brewing in the south­ 
west. Ominous clould were looming 
up hehilid liehoheth, and so, while 
the captain had gone down into the 
cabin for another bumjier, Pilot Allen 
ordered the light suds clewed up. 
W hen the captain returned to the 
deck and noted what had \teon done 
he ordered the sails sheeted home 
again, ami turning to Allen with an 
oath, said: “ You look out for the 
bottom and I’ll look out for the 
spars.” 
The I>e Braak was then rounding 
HenlojK‘11. 
A minute later she was 
brought to ami a l>out lowered to al­ 
low her captain to go ashore. Several 
sailors had dropi>ed into the l>oat, and 
Captain Drew was aliout to step down 
when a furious gust of wind struck 
the sloop, threw her on her l>eam 
ends, ami the portholes Iteing open, 
she tilled and sank instantly. 
Pilot 
Allen sprank from the Dé P»raak’s 
deck into the boat am i broke his leg, 
but he lived mnny years afterward to 
tell this tragic story of the De Braak’s 
disaster. 
Captain 
Drew, his lieu­ 
tenants, ami thirty-eight men. includ­ 
ing fifteen prisoners taken from the 
Iai Plate, went to the liottom. Twenty- 
five men were picked up alive by 
other boats. The rescuou inen lie- 
moaned the loss of the countless 
treasure of gold ami silver and dia­ 
monds that had gone down in the De 
Braak. 
They said that they had 
taken two Spanish galleons with mil­ 
lions of dollars worth of precious 
metals, hound from Peru and Mexico 
for Spain. They paid their hills in 
half doubloons, of which they said 
they had manv caskets full in the 
hold of the l)e Braak. 
The efforts to locate and recover this 
lost treasure have I icon many and l>e- 
gau seventy-five years ago. 
it is in 
the memory of some of our old people 
th at about the date of our second war 
r with England an English frigate anda 
sloop came here ami tried to raise the 
De Braak. 
It is also said that this fri­ 
gate “ bridled the wreck with its stout­ 
est hawsers and never budged her.” 
Modern divers and suction engines 
hope to have hotter luck. 
The story 
oi the effort goes that aliout 1805 Gil­ 
bert McCrackin, the chum of Pilot! 
Allen, in company 
with his son j 
H enry, “ set the hearing of the wreck i 
for the purpose of aiding some future 1 
effort.” 
These bearings were, of 
course, faithfully recorded, and the 
document is in the possession of a 
grandson of one of them. 
For the purpose of securing this 
sunken treasure, the 
International 
Submarine company, of Philadelphia, 
was formed some years ago. The bulk 
of its stock is owned at present by Dr. 
Samuel 1‘ancoast, of Philadelphia, a 
gentlem an almut seventy years old, 
who is very sanguine of finding the 
De Braak and her valuable freight. 
The schooner Orr, after much pre­ 
paration, was on the first of the month 
brought down from Philadelphia by 
the tug Startle. 
It had a working 
force of ten men, under command of 
the doctor, pumping apparatus and a 
couple of expert divers. 
Everything 
then was in readiness to begin work 
as the doctor had located the wreck to 
his own satisfaction in the mouth of 
Delaware Bay. The bottom is covered 
with a semi-soft blue clay and ooze 
everywhere, except where a ten-foot 
mound of sand has collected, covering 
ail area of 100x50 feet lying lengthwise 
from cape to cape. This is the mound 
of record. On it was found a dumb 
buoy, made of an ordinary nail keg, 
anchored by a golgunized wire, and 
bit 
of 
“ pig.” 
Over the mound 
the water is about sixty feet deep, 
and this buoy floated about ten feet 
below 
the 
surface 
of 
the sea. 
The divers have been at work on the 
De Braak’s grave a great deal of late. 
W hat have,they found? 
Handfuls of 
decayed wood. The washer is being 
industriously worked this week, and 
the mound has been penetrated to a 
depth of half a dozen feet all over. 
Now a powerful suction pump will be 
put to work and will deposit the 
woody sand on the deck of the Orr, 
where the doctor will sieve it care­ 
fully. 
The doctor says the golden treasures 
were, when last seen, snugly packed 
up in heavy oaken iron-bound boxes 
aoout three feet each way. To remove 
these the doctor has a large steam 
crane aboard. 
When the vessel sank 
site had a full arm am ent of heavy 
guns. These will lie presented to the 
Society of the Cincinnati. In fact, 
the final disposition of everything 
found has been decided upon, even to 
the treasure. 
“ I expeet to find from $5,000,000 to 
(7,000,000 worth of precious m etal,” 
the doctor says. 
“ Y et the amount 
depends upon the num ber of Spanish 
galleons captured by th e De Braak. A 
galleon 
usually 
contained 
some 
$8,000,000, and I estim ate that during 
the lost years of the last century 
Spanish America sent home not loss 
th an 106,000,000 annually.”

Doubling Thomases have 
feared 
that it would be unprofitable to in 
crease the iron manufactures in this 
city on a»‘count of the lack of iron ore. 
This doubt and fear m ight as well be 
terminated at onee and forever. The 
two great mountains of iron ore eigh­ 
teen miles south of Newberry Station, 
on the Atlantic and Pacific Bailroad, 
in San Bernardino county, will fur­ 
nish all the ore tliut lx>s Angeles will 
need for a thousand years. 
This great aggregation of iron was 
discovered by Judge J . A. Owens and 
11. W. Lake last June. They sent the 
ore to Suu Francisco, where it was 
analyzed 
by Professor Thomas L. 
Price, who found it to lx* a magnetic 
oxvde of iron, with traces of silver 
and gold. 
It may lie that there is 
enough of these two precious metals 
to pay for smelting the iron. 
A branch truck of the A. A 1’. 
railway could lie speedily laid to the 
mine. 
A spring of w ater is about 
twelve miles distant where smelting 
works could Ik* erected. 
W hen the 
new railway from Salt Lake City to 
Los Angeles is made cheap coal can 
be taken to the mine and an immense 
business established. 
The consump­ 
tion of iron and steel in the western 
country is increasing so rapidly that 
there is no danger of over-production 
of these products. 
Besides, the qual­ 
ity of the ore is said to be very fine 
and will make a superior quality of 
iron, such as is needed in articles in 
use by the fruit-growers of California. 
It is to ho hoped th at this great iron 
mountain will be speedily utilized.

SINFUL SALVATION 8L0GGEBS.

Last night the qniet of the city wan 
dint nr bed by a genuine knock down 
and drag out at the barracks of the 
Salvation Army, thut poor hand of 
crankn and fanatics who, with tam­ 
bourine» and hallelujah shouts make 
the night hideous. Not long ago ihero 
cante to this city a young man named 
Kee, who was a Salvationist and 
had 
joined 
the 
ranks 
at 
Los 
Angeles. 
Kee remained with the 
army 
for 
Home 
time, 
but 
ho 
Anally tired of their company and de­ 
serted them. The young man was ac­ 
cused bv the good brothers of the 
army of insinuating that he was inti­ 
mate with one of the females of the 
hand. The report reached headquar­ 
ters, and one of the members of the 
army stated to the congregation at the 
barracks last night that the statement» 
made by Kee were false and without 
foundation. 
Kee was in the audience 
and arose and stated that he ha I 
made no such statements, and that 
lie believed the Salvation Army was 
composed of a lot of fraud» and 
hypocrites who were working for dol­ 
lar» and cents, and he wanted nothing 
more to do with them. The Captain 
ordered the young man to leave the 
room, but he refused to do h o , and 
stated that they could not make him 
leave; whereupon a Captain and a 
cadet wet down and put him out by 
force, and in so doing the young man 
was badly bruised about the head by 
being humped against the wall. They 
pushed him out on the »idevvalk, and 
here he was badly beaten by John 
See horn and Jake Armentrout, two 
young men of this city, and was 
pushed into the street, striking on hi» 
head. Some young men who saw Kee 
fall ran and picked him up and carried 
him in an insensible condition into 
the barrack», where he would be out 
of tho way of the mob who had con­ 
gregated to see the light.

H o tte r placed in the hull than the 
pugnacious captain and cadet grabbed 
him by the leg» and dragged him out 
into the street again. The young man 
was taken across the street by the by­ 
stander» to a saloon and cared for un­ 
til he recovered consciousness. The 
officers arrested the captain and cadet 
and placed them in jail, where they 
remained all night. 
Young Seehorn 
and Armentrout were also arrested, 
but they were released on bail. 
Young Kee was taken to hi» home 
by Officer West and Constable Fari». 
He was so weak from the etlects of 
the beating that he had received that 
he could hardly walk along, and he 
seemed at times to lie out of hi» head. 
This was indeed a brutal affair, ami 
the men who Ixjat young Kee should 
be punished to the full extent of the 
law, because there was no justification 
for such an attack. The young man 
did not show tight, nor. as far us we 
could learn, try to resist the Salva­ 
tionist when they were putting him 
o u t; and the beating which he re­ 
ceived was uncalled for and unjust. 
The Salvation Army have treated 
no little trouble in this citv, and our 
citizens have become tired of them, 
and, no doubt, if the foregoing state­ 
ments are true, the Army will at least 
be partly wiped out of existence here.

ness, so great is tin* am ount of mutter dis­ 
charged and so fetid Is its odor. The pa­ 
tient is greatly annoyed by th e constant 
dropping into the throat «>f the m o bid 
m atter from the head, and as a recum bent 
E 
ositioti naturally favors the How downward 
is rent is frequently ilisturbed fr««m this 
m use. Many sufferers are obliged to lie s ith 
tin* head very m uch elevated in order to 
sleep i\ilh some degree ot comfort. 
In others a tough, viscid und offensive 
phlegm collects held ml and above the soft 
iuilute, ill lh<* passage la*twccii th e throntand 
head, adhering to the parts with glulsh tenac­ 
ity. 
Its lodgm ent cinbarrassi* respiration 
and creates a sensation *>f irritation und u n ­ 
easiness in the affected locality, which gives 
rise to a constant and almost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve that discom fort by draw ing 
the m ucus into th e throat Sous to eject It by 
the m outh.

The disease speedily extends to the ulr 
cavities of the Iniiich ot th e forehead and 
fa«*e, giving rise to a dlati easing sensation of 
heavy weight or com pression over th e fore­ 
head, especially in th e region above mid l«e- 
twiTU tile eyes, Htid tu n ft cling ol fulness, 
lii-at, irritation, boi ■ ness or pai in the nos­ 
trils near the rimt of the nose, an w ell us In 
the upper part of th e throat, above aud be­ 
hind the soft palate.

The breath is uhvays tainted, aud rt times 
assum es an « xcecding fetid and sickening 
odor. 
In some cases it becomes m i revolt­ 
ingly offensive as to render the sutfeu r an 
object of disgust to him self as well as to 
others. 
The nasal m em brane is thickened and 
conjested, causing th e nose to be stopped up, 
B«»iictinu-K on ouo side, sometimes on the 
other, und often on both, giving rise to a 
disagreeable, stuffy sensation in the Lend, 
and 
occasioning violent und 
prolonged 
I a.oxystus of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, indistinct and husky, 
or of a nasal character, displaying a soil of 
sniffing quality. Oftentim es there Is u con­ 
tinuous hoarseness and discordance. There

also a sense of irritution in the part, 
and frequent attem pts to clear the throat of 
phlegm , producing the souud "hem ,” more 
or lesa forcibly.
